Senate Adopts a Resolution 
Saying Line Will Not * 
Before Germans. 


„March 29.— The senate this 
afternoon adopted a resolution 
declaring that unalterable confi- 
dence was felt in the efforts of 

the French and allied armies for vic- 
tory. The resolution follows: 

“Our spirits and our hearts, in close 
contact with those of the armies of the 
republic and of its allies, fighting with 
sublime heroism, send to the chiefs and 


the soldiers homage, admiration, grati- 


tude and unalterable confidence.” 

M. Nail, minister of justice, in offer- 
ing the resolution, said: 

“ Thanks to the energy, coolness and 
talent of the chiefs; thanks to the ad- 
mirable courage of the heroic soldiers 
of the armies of the republic and of 
their allies the defenders of the right 
once more emerge with glory from dan- 
gers probably graver than preceding 
ones. It is with sentiments of full 
confidence and with serene hope for 
the morrow that we salute you in the 
name of the country—armies of 
France and allied nations.“

TOGALL YOUTHS 
ON REACHING 21 


Universal Military Train- 
‘ing Bill Defeated as 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 
Washington, D. C., March 29.—[ Spe- 

cial.}—The proposal to establish uni- 
versal military training of American 
youth from 19 to 21 years old, inclu- 
sive, was defeated in the senate late 
this afternoon by a vote of 26 yeas to 
36 nays. ) 

The resolution providing for the reg- 
istration and selective draft for imme 
diate military service of men who have 
become 21 since June 5 last was then 
passed without a roll call. This meas- 
ure has been passed by the house and 
will become a law as soon as signed 
by the president, thus permitting the 
registration of nearly 1,000,000 addi- 
tional selectmen, the greater propor- 
tion of whom will be placed in class 1 
subject to immediate call to the colors. 


Offered by Senator New. 

It was an amendment to this resolu- 
tion that Senator New of Indiana of- 
fered the measure for univer- 
sal military training. 

Although the German drive and the 
realization that the United States faces 
a long war in which millions of soldiers 
probably will be required won . unex- 
pected support for the amendments, its 
defeat was due to the opposition of 
President Wilson and the arguments 
of some senators that the training pro- 
gram would add too great a burden 
during the prosecution of the war and 
would draw too many youths from the 
farms. . 


Urged by Chamberlain. 

Senator Chamberlain, Democrat, for 
years an advocate of universal military 
training, urged the senate to accept the 
proposal at this time, expressing con- 
fidence that the government could find 
a way to make the training of the 
young men fit into the military pro- 
gram. The senator declared that Amer- 
ica could not have too many men under 
training and said if he had his way 
“there would be 6,000,000 Americans 
under training as soon as possible.“ 

Senator New insisted that many 
thousands of the under age soldiers 
would reach service age within a few 
months after training. 


Fear Wilson Influence. 

Senator Fall of New Mexico, al- 
though supporting the amendment, de- 
precated the influence which the pres- 
ident and secretary of war, opposed to 
universal training, would have on the 
proposed training if the period and 
manner of training were left to their 
discretion. He urged that 
should make the period of 
specifia,: 

Later Senator New accepted an 
amendment by Senator McKellar of 
Tennessee, directing that the men be 
trained for a period of six months each 
year. 

Early in the day an effort was made 
to get a vote on the registration resolu- 
tion itself, when Senator Jones of 
Washington, after ascertaining that 
neither the president nor the war de- 
partment had urged adoption of the 
New amendment, moved to lay the 
umendment on the table. This was de- 
feated by a vote of 35 to 32. 
Senator Fall of New Mexico, who 
senate just before the vote was taken 
with a prediction of dire results to the 
allies in the war unless America speed- 
ily threw its whole military eta cs 
into the breach. 


Extend Age to 45 Years. 

“ What the United States should do,” 
saf Senator Fall, “is to pass a law 
drafting every male and female be- 
tween 18 and 45 years of age into the 
military service and assigning them to 
military and civilian places to aid in 
winning this war. Until we do some- 
thing of this kind we are not going to 
be of much aid to our allies. 

“Look out for the next great Ger- 
man drive. In my opinion, if the whole 
military power of the United States is 
not exerted, and that almost immedi- 
ately, Great Britain will be compelled 
to depend upon her fleet in a very short 
time for defense of her own territory,

PRESIDENT’S ATTACK ON LENROOT.

In his message supporting the election of Joseph 
B. Davies to the United States senate the president 
seeks to impugn the loyalty of Congressman Lenroot } 
because he favored the well known McLemore reso- 
lution and an amendment to the armed ship reso- 
lution. 

The president is going to have his hands full if 
he expects to make votes on those questions tests 
of loyalty. Thirty-five Democrats voted in favor 
of the McLemore resolution and forty-nine voted 
for the amendment to the armed ship bill; among 
‘them were leading Democrats-of the house, a num- 
ber occupying important committee chairmanships.

But all of that was before this country entered 
the war, and some of it was before Mr. Wilson was 
reélected on the slogan that “he kept us out of 
war,” when nothing else would have elected him. 

There are real tests of loyalty in some of the 
votes on war measures taken since the country got 
into the war. Amendments to the selective draft 
bill, absolutely necessary to enable the administra- 
tion to carry out its policy in raising an army, were 
opposed by many Democrats, and the whole measure 
was handled by a Republican member because the 

| chairman of the military affairs com- 
mittee was not in sympathy with the administra- 
tien on the subject.

Chicago 
probably has never been without one or 
more lepers since it became a large city.

GIVE ENEMAS. 

Mrs. B. writes: My boy 6 years old 
is troubled with small white worms about 
a quarter of an inch long and soft. What 
kind of worm ia it? They bother him 
badly at the rectum. He looks pale and 
is irrttable, but is a hearty eater. I 
have been giving him a half a teaspoon- 
full of worm seed once a week, but he 
does not seem to have any relief. What 
shall I do for him? Are injections nec- 
essary when one gives medicine of some 
kind? Will worms of any kind keep him 
in a rundown condition and always 
hungry? How large is the hookworm and 
what does it look like? 

REPLY. 

Your boy is suffering from pin worme or 
peat worms. Worm medicines taken by mouth 
are rarely effective against these worms. They 
are gotten rid of by enemas of salt water or 
quaseia preceded by ordinary enemas. You 
may need to repeat the injections several 
times at intervals of a week. It is wise to 
degrease the bread and other starchy foods 
and sweets of all kinds for a few months. 
Some children become run down” from 
worms, Mature hookworms are somewhat 
larger than thread worms, but hook worm | 
larvae cannot be seen except with a micro- 
scope. We look for larvae of hookworms 
ordinarily and not for mature hookworms.

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U.S. AGENTS SEEK 
| HIDDEN ALIEN 
_ PROPERTY HERE 


Citizens Also Urged to 
Report Dodgers of 
‘Seizure. 


Chicago is to be searched for alien 
enemy property. Despite months of 
work by the bureau in Washington, 


much property is being sequestered 
and a special corps of investigators 
has been sent out to round up the 
missing holdings. The advance guard 


of this body reached Chicago yesterday 
in the person of Attorney Harry B. 
O'Neill of Omaha. 

Confiscation, the federal govern: 
ment’s great commercial club, second 
only in its war winning effect to the 
nation’s military establishment, off. 
Cials say, is ready to fall everywhere 
with full force. 

Until last night no recent reports 
on the alien property values, as re 
pr ted. were announced by A. Mitchell 
Palmer, the alien enemy custodian. 
Last January, in his report to con- 
gress, he stated that 1,800 reports 
showed property owned by Germans to 
be worth §140,000,000. The number of 
reports on such property are now in 
excess of 17,000. 

Amount of Property Surprises. 

According to reports from Washing: 
fam the extent of alien ownership in 
large American commercial and manu- 
facturing enterprises has furnished 
not the least surprise of the war. 

Mr. O'Neill, who is in Chicago, has 
been connected with the alien enemy 
property matters ever since the enact 
ment of the alien enemy trading act, 
which created the office of custodian 
and provided for the seizure during the 
war of all property owned by German 
citizens or held for them by American 
citizens. He talked freely yesterday 
of the government’s general policy and 
the éfforts being made to locate Ger- 
man owned holdings, put declined to 
make an estimate of the total amount 
now held or to talk about specific in- 
stances fn which the government has 
intervened. 

Mr. O'Neill also refrained from com- 
menting on well authenticated reports 
from the capital that at least one Ger- 
man owned Chicago brewery had been 


the federal authorities. 
Information Is Welcomed. 


Naturally I am forbidden to say 
what specific cases I have under in- 
vestigation,” he said. “I am in Chi- 
cago on my way to Salt Lake City. 
There will be investigators here, how 
ever, and it is likely—in fact, certain— 
that Francis P. Garvan, former as- 
sistant to District Attorney Jerome of 
New York, and now director of our 
bureau of investigation, will send out 
special men.
